This is not so much a serm on as a 
story. During the last week I have 
greatly enjoyed reading a new book 
by a Congregational minister in Ohio, 
entitled, "C hristm as Traditions." and 
almost everything I am about to say 
m ay be found in that book. And in 
the tim e at my disposal I can m ention 
only a few of the interesting thing* 
described by Dr. Auld. It has given 
me a new appreciation of th e m any 
C hristm as 
traditions 
and 
custom s 
which have rom e down to us from an ­ 
tiquity to learn something of 
their 
origin 
and 
history. 
Such 
a 
study 
throw s a flood of light upon the m eth ­ 
od by which the Christian religion has 
m ade its way in the world, not so 
m uch by displacing other religions as 
by absorbing them, adopting and re­ 
fining their w orthy elements and dis­ 
carding such as were out of harm ony 
with the Christian spirit. If we shall 
discover that most of our C hristm as 
custom s are of pagan origin, som e of 
them much m ore ancient th an Chris­ 
tianity itself, shall we be shocked? 
R a th e r let us be pleased that, w h at­ 
ever their source, 
they 
have 
been 
brought und**r the sway of C hrist and 
have laid their tribute at His feet. 
The Christm as festival has been of 
slow 
growth. 
The 
New 
Testam ent 
church was not at all interested in 
celebrating the birth of the Haviour. 
I t was much more Interested in the 
heavenly Christ th an in the earthly 
Jesus. It is not until the fourth cen­ 
tu ry th a t we have any record of the 
observance of any festival of th e N a­ 
tivity. 
The custom of m easuring tim e from 
the birth of Jesus wan introduced in 
R om e in the sixth century by Diony­ 
sius Exiguus Selecting w hat he sup­ 
posed was the date of Jesus’ b irth he 
began to date his calendar from that 
point, designating it "Anno Domini,” 
“The Year of the 
Lord." 
B ut 
the 
learned monk was wrong iu his reck­ 
oning. The year that he selected was 
not the year In which Jesus w as born. 
W e now know th at Herod tho (Treat 
died in the year 3 B. C.. h u t Jesus 
was born in his reign, so he could not 
have been born later than 3 B. C., and 
perhaps a few years earlier th an that. 
N or does anyone know the tim e of 
y ear when J* *us was born, whether 
in spring, summ er, autum n o r win­ 
ter. The selection of 
a 
date 
upon 
which to celebrate his birthday, then, 
was an arbitrary m atter. 
It is an interesting fact th a t the 
chut ch began to celebrate the bap­ 
tism of Jesus before it occurred to 
anyone to celebrate His birthday. This 
w as because at that tim e m an y be­ 
lieved that Jesus was not born divine, 
but that He became divine at His bap­ 
tism when the Spirit descended upon 
H im in the form of a dove. Epiphiny, 
the festival of Jesus1 baptism, w as ob­ 
served on Ja n u a ry 6, and later His 
b irth was celebrated on the sam e day. 
This date was long observed in the 
eastern church, in fact, the A rm enian 
church to this day observes C hrist­ 
m as on Ja n u ary sixth. D ecem ber 25 
was selected by the church at Rom e 
as the festival of the nativity in the 
fourth century. Several reasons led to 
this choice. There were doctrinal rea­ 
sons. There were those, as I have said, 
who did not believe Jesus was born 
divine, there w ere others who did not 
believe that He ever had any physical 
existence at all, insisting th a t He was 
a spiritual being with but the ap p ear­ 
ance of being a man. Instead of a r­ 
guing with these heretics th*' church 
began celebrating th e birth of the In­ 
fant Jesus to the Virgin Mary in the 
m an g er at Bethlehem, and these false 
beliefs slowly melted away before the 
beauty of th at conception. A nother 
reason for the observance of the na­ 
tivity festival, and for the choice of 
the December date for that purpose, 
w as to counteract the influence of pa­ 
gan festivals upon that date Decem ­ 
ber 25 was celebrated as the birthday 
of Mithra, th at m ystery dlety whose 
cult, in the third and fourth centu­ 
ries, was so powerful th a t It seemed 
for a time th a t Mithra, not Christ, 
would dom inate the new world reli­ 
gion. The sam e date 
was 
observed 
during the E m pire as Dies N atalis 
Invicti Solis, the celebration of the 
w inter solstice, when the sun, having 
reached its lowest position, begins to 
retu rn in the heavens. And the Ro­ 
m an Saturnalia, th* feast of Saturn, 
fell at the same period, covering two 
o r m ore weeks of feasting and m er­ 
ry-making. R ecent converts from pa­ 
ganism to Christianity found it very 
hard to resist the spell of all these 
festivities, shot through and through 
with ancient and delightful customs, 
so the church, instead of contenting 
itself with preaching against th e delu­ 
sions of heathenism, very wisely set 
up a counter-festival, in which m any 
of these time-honored custom s were 
given a place. 
As the Christian Gospel was carried 
to the peoples living in the no rth of 
E urope it encountered a new rival for 
its feast of the nativity. Yule was a 
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beveil to be 
present. 
Unfortunately 
changed m ethods of heating our homes 
in these modern days have made the 
Yule log obsolete. 
The use of Christm as candles Is of 
much later origin, and has n*i pagan 
‘ association*. The candle is a fitting 
emblem of "The Light of the World," 
who was born 
on 
C hristm as 
day. 
There is a beautiful old Irish custom 
\ of placing a candle In the window 
on Christens* Eve, to guide the Christ 
t'hild, who is believed to be w ander­ 
ing acios* the heath in the d ark ami 
cold. 
The old R om an practice ot bring­ 
ing green boughs and garland* from 
the fot* st to adorn the home din in,: 
the Saturnalia wa* ceremonial rather 
than purely decorative. It wa* believed 
that thus the woodland spit its were 
brought Into the home with their gift 
of good luck and good cheer. At first 


the church <>bj«* ted to this custom 
because of it* heathen association*, 
but was in tim e won over, discovering 
In the Scriptures a w arran t f i r tho 
practice 
F o r C hristm as decoration* 
the holly has ever been popular, Its 
thorny spines and its blood red ber­ 
ries furnishing an obvious Christian 
symbolism. The mistletoe wa* sacred 
in ancient Druid 
worship, 
with 
a 
w ealth of tradition attached to it. The 
flag ran t 
rosemai y 
was 
once 
very 
popular, and attended with some beau 
tiful Christm as myths, but has now 
fallen into disuse. 
W hile every land and every religion 
have 
had 
their 
sacred 
tree.--, 
our 
C hristm as tree seems to be a truly 
C hristian pioduct, the eve!green be 
ing a symbol of immortality, and its 
shape pointing toward th# skies. It 
originated In Get many since the Re­ 
form ation. and Its development ha* 


been slow but steady until, during the 
past century. It ha* come to occupy 
the r e n ti al place in the 
Christmas 
decoration formerly occupied by the 
Yule log. The recent custom of sub 
stitutlng electric lights for candles And 
of using th e tree not only in the 
home and In the church but for the 
brightening of lawns and public places 
Indicates th a t the evolution of the 
Christm as tree ta not yet complete. 
Though the practice of giving and I 
receiving gifts at this season Is much 
older than the Christian religion, it I 
ha* received new significance because 
of the event which we celebrate, in 
which "Hod so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Hon” for 
<»ur salvation. Not only our friends 
are rem em bered at Christmas, hut the 
poor, 
and 
especially 
children, 
for 
C hristrrms is decidedly the children’s 
festival 
It is a beautiful custom in j 


some places to give the cattle and the 
fowls an extra helping of grain on 
Christmas, and to set up a sheaf of 
grain for the wild birds, that they 
m ay share in the day’s feasting. 
There is no m ore interesting story 
than that of the development of Santa 
Claus. In Switzerland gift* used to be 
distributed 
by 
F a th e r 
and 
Mother 
Christmas, who went forth with a bas­ 
ket of present*, ringing a bell to an­ 
nounce their coming. In G erm any It 
wa* the Christ child, "das Chi 1st kind,” 
or "Kristkindleln" who was supposed 
to b u n g the children’s gifts. Among 
the Dutch and G erm an colonists In 
America the ch aracter was somewhat 
changed and the nam e corrupted to 
Kris* Kr ingle 
The historical Saint Nicholas was 
the beloved bishop of Myra, in Lycla 
iii the <th century. He was reputed to 
be fabulously rich and very kind and 


benevolent. In course of time he cam# 
to be honored as tn r patron saint of 
sailors and of girls with m atrimonial 
ambitions. Gift* from 
an 
unknow n 
donor were said to come from 
fit. 
J Nicholas, and parents told th# chil­ 
dren that their present at Christm as 
cam e from the kindly saint. In Amer­ 
ica the name has become corrupted 
to Manta Clavis, the pale and emaci­ 
ated bishop has given 
way to the 
ruddy and corpulent and Jolly Santa, 
the canonical robes have been re­ 
placed by the red suit trimm ed in fur, 
and the old gray horse has been dis­ 
placed by sleigh and reindeer, a Nor­ 
wegian 
contribution. 
W hat 
changes 
are yet pending remains to be seen, 
for already he is showing an interest 
in the automobile, and more still in 
the airplane At any rate he has be­ 
come the genial and kindly embodi­ 
m ent of the spirit of Christmas.

The 
very nam e Yule has been retained as 
one of our names for Christmas. Peo­ 
ple have been more willing to ab an ­ 
don th eir gods and the dates of their 
festivals than to change their habits 
and customs. These practices, there­ 
fo r^ which could not be destroyed, 
have been given a C hristian name and 
interpretation, and have contributed 
their share tow ard beautifying our 
C hristian civilisation. 
T he festival of the nativity has re­ 
ceived different nam es 
in 
different 
countries. In France it is called Noel, 
m eaning birthday. In G erm any it is 
Wein&cht, or sacred night. In English 
speaking countries it goes by the nam e 
of Christmas, 1. e., Christ-Mass, from 
the custom of celebrating a m idnight 
mass on Christm as Eve. 
Briefly let me m ention a few a n ­ 
cient C hristm as custom s with a word 
about their origin and meaning. A 
very beautiful custom, especially in 
England, was the singing of C hrist­ 
mas carols. The origin of the word 
C and is uncertain 
By the beginning 
of the 15th century it had come to 
m ean a Christmas song. It was ap ­ 
plied to all kinds of C hristm as songs, 
froth those that were coarse and vul- 
gal to the most spiritual of Christian 
hymns. Here pagan and Christian min­ 
gled in a most confusing way. Carol 
singing was at it* height in England 
during the 15th and 16th centuries. By 
the 17th century the custom had fallen 
into deray. There are indications th a t 
this m ost beautiful practice Is being 
revived. It should be encouraged. 
The Yule log, though of pagan or­ 
igin, is so full of wholesome cheer th at 
it has been a delightful addition to the 
custom s of Christmas. In the days of 
the great open hearth it easily occu­ 
pied the central p lac e in the Yuletide 
festivities. There w as much of ritual 
In its cutting, in bringing it into the 
house, and in kindling it. Its light 
furnished the only illumination at the 
C hristm as feast and was believed to 
be 
invested 
with 
.sacred 
potency. 
Around the blazing hearth the family 
and friends gathered for the playing 
of games, for the renewing of friend­ 
ships, and for the dispensing of good 
cheer.

ABOLISHING CITY SLUM S™ 


A t a time when Un governm ent is urged to spend huge 
Mims of money to provide ; bs for jobless mon and orders for 
orderless industries, there is som ething worth thinking about in a 
report made public in W ashington the other day by a sub-com m it­ 
tee of President Hoover's conference t i borne building and ow ner­ 
ship. 
This group proposed that American cities set them selves 
the task o f elim inating their slum areas and replacing them with 
neighborhood units— sections in which single fam ily houses would 
be grouped around schools, churches and recreational centers. 
It urged enactment of state legislation so that large tracts 
of land could be lwmght to accom plish th is; and its chairm an, Dr. 
Joseph H. Pratt of Boston, added: 
"Every citizen should have as a background a home In a 
neighborhood w h e r e there is beauty, convenience and social oppor- 
t unity. 
Som ewhere in tile education of every boy and girl stress 
should be laid oil borne ownership and its financing and m anage­ 
m ent.” 
All of this is a very extensive program — and, likew ise, a 
very expansive o n e . 
Except for a few isolated instances, no city 
has so much as made a start tow ard it. 
Slums still disfigure our cities. 
The nation still contains 
m illions of people who live under conditions that are appallng— 
condtions that breed sickness, m isery, vice and crime, year after 
year. 
Hight nov a ei at many people are dem anding that the 
federal and s t a t e governm ents appropriate money to Ik* spent on 
public w ort 
iii many wa> < these proposals are perfectly sound. 
Such action would give man.\ jobless men jobs. 
It would stim u­ 
late m any deferent lines of business. 
Put it that is to be done—-why not start with this slum 
problem? 
If the taxpayer is to spend m illions to m ake work, 
could there be a better place to start? 
The city slum s cripple democracy* 
Eradicating them will 
be ail exceedingly costly process. 
M ight not the present moment 
be an adm im ble tim e to begin the Job?
